1SS7, 
authorizing a courars of retaliation 


through executive action in the ovont of n 
continuance on the part of tho British-Amer- 
ican authorities of unfriendly conduct and 
treaty violations aPJccting American flshor- 
men has dovo'.vod upon tbo president of tho 
United States exceedingly grave and .solemn 
responsibilities, comprehending highly im- 
portant consequences to our national char- 
acter nnd dignity, nnd involving extremely 
valuable intercourse between the British pos- 
sessions in Sorth America and tho people of- 
tho United States. I understand that the 
main purpose of your letter is to suggest 
that, in case recourse to the retaliatory meas- 
ures authorized by this act should be invited 
by unjust treatment of our fishermen In tho 
future, the object of sncb retaliation mighr 
bo fully accomplished by prohibiting Cnna- 
dian-cauglit lisli from entry into tbo ports of 
tho United States. 


Tho existing controversy is onu in which 


two nations aro the parlies concerned. 
Tho 


retaliation contemplated by tbo act of con- 
gross is to be enforced, not to protect solely 
any particular interest, however meritorious 
or valuable, but to maintain tbo national 
honor, and thus proiect all our poople. 
In 


this view, tho violation of American Oshery 
rights, and unjust or unfriendly acts toward 
a portion of our citizens engaged in this 
business, is but the occasion for action and 
constitutes a national nltront which gives 
birth to, or may justify, retaliation. This 
measure once resorted to, its effectiveness 
and value may well depend upon tha thor- 
ougbnoss and extent of its application; and 
in tho performance of international duties, 
tho enforcement ot international rights and 
tbo protection of our citizens, this govern- 
ment ami tbo pooplo of tho United States 
must act as a unit — all intent upon attaining 
tho best result of retaliation upnn tho basis 
of a maintenance of national honor nnd 
duty. 
HA nation seeding by any means to main- 
tain its honor, dignity, and integrity is en- 
gaged in protecting tho rights of its people, 
and if in such efforts particular interests are 
injured nnd special advantages forfeited, 
thoso things should bo patriotically borne 
for tho public good.

theso havo given activity, all largely tho re- 
sult of intercourse between tho United States 
and British- America, nnd tho natural growth 
o£ a full half century of good neighborhood 
nnd friendly communication for 2 an aggre- 
gate of material wealth and incidental rela- 
tions of most impressive magnitude, I fully 
appreciate theso things, and am not unmind- 
ful of tho great number of our people who 
aro concerned in such vast and diversified in- 
terests. 


In tho performance of tho serious duty 


which tho congress has imposed upon mo, 
nnd in tho excrciso on just occasion of tho 
power conferred under tho act referred to, I 
shall doom myself bound to inflict no unnec- 
essary damage or injury upon any portion of 
OUT people; but I shall, nevertheless, bo un- 
flinchingly guided by _a sense of what tho 
jiolf-rospecw and dignity of tho nation de- 
mands. In tho maintenance of these, and 
in thcsupportof tho honor of tho government 
beneath which every citizen may repose in 
safety, no sacrifice of personal privato inter- 
ests s'hall bo considered as ngair.st the gen- 
eral wolinro.

gyj.—^either in Joseph's interpretation Q£ tho 
butler's and baker's dreams nor in bis inter- 
pretation of Pharaoh's does ho claim to make 
them known through his own wisdom, 
lie 


rather ascribes all bis knowlodgo to Gael. 
Although Pharaoh doubtless did not know 
tho truo God, yet liko other heathens ho wns 
familiar with the idea that God is Llio source 
of wisdom. Ho therefore aslcs hisbOrvants 
whether they can Had such a mar. in whom 
tho spirit of God ii, and without waiting for 
an answer ho says to Joseph that, since Cod 
has given him the interpretation of the 
dreams, and tho best plan for providing 
against tho years o! famine, thero is nono 
"so discreet and wise as tbou." 


Tho same thing, however, is truo of others 


as well as oC Joseph. 
Tbo man who Is 


bom again though tho Spirit is not only 
wiser in tho things of tho kingdom, but rdso 
in tho things of this world (F.s. cxi, 10; Frov. 
iii, 1-G), besides having at loast aji implied 
promise oC wisdom for special needs (James 
i, S). Tho men v.-bo can servo tho imtion 
best ia tho times oC its sorest distress are 
nuiLbor atheists nor infidels, but those who 
reverently acknowledgo their dcpcndonco on 
divine guidance. 


Tho Egyptian scribes, who wero learned in 


nil thoir Siicrod books, and Joseph, arc good 
examples of the difference between jiioro 
human learning and that -wisdom which God 
gives his servants in times of need. 


V. 40. Tho people of Egypt in being ruled 


by Joseph were thus to bo under divine direc- 
tion. Joseph received almost absolute power. 
With Oriental exaggeration Pharaoh says tlio 
people shall not oven kiss (Hebrew) without 
him. 
Ho claims simply tho tbrono as his 


special prerogative. 


Joseph's Investiture (vs. 41-44)—Pharaoh 


then invests Joseph with his new office. These 
verses describP as it "wore tho ceremony of his 
investiture. Ho Qrst assures him that ho bns 
set him over all tho land of Egypt, 
He- then 


takes his signet ring from his band and puts 
it on Joseph's, thus conveying to him power 
to sccuro tho eiecution of his commands 
{comparo I Kings xxi, S), for no ono would 
dare to disobey an ordur which boro the im- 
press oC tho king's signet (Esther viii, S), Uo 
next arrays him i:i ro^es of office made of lino 
linen, of tbo same tuxturo doubtless as the 
priests woro, and put a gold chain about his 
neck. Afterward ho causes him to rido ID 
tho second royal chariot, and commands proc- 
lamation to bo made before him, "Bow ihe 
knee."" Thus Le makes him r^lcr over all 
Egypt, and when the ceremony is complete, 
again assures bim of his absolulo power. 


Joseph's Virtue Rewarded (r. 45).—Natur- 


ally enough bo gives him an Egyptian name, 
Zaphenaih-par.cuh ("governor of tho district, 
or the place of life," Bmgscb), and then be- 
stows on him a lady of littlo less tbfin royal 
rank, Ascimtli, tho daughter of Potipbcrah, 
priest of On. 
Had Joseph yielded to the 


solicitation of Potiphur's wife, tbo uutory of 
which we now read and this honorable mar- 
riage would have been impossible. Thousands 
barter honor, success ami happiness for dis- 
grace, failure and misery, l.ci-.in.'

Solomon; but Joseph unites tha sufferings 
and tho triumphs o* tho Messiah, foreshad- 
owed by tho.two Israelitish kings, in ono per- 
son.
